Here for many years was conducted a 
school which did much to inspire its

The citizens of Gettysburg to­ 
day point with pride to the “Old Dob­ 
bin House”, the site of the first classi­ 
cal 
school in 
America west of 
the 
Susquehanna. And Covenanters, Unit­ 
ed 
Presbyterians and 
Associate Re­ 
formed Presbyterians everywhere may 
point with equal 
pride to this build­ 
ing, for it was one of the fathers of 
all these 
churches who erected 
this 
building and conducted within its walls 
a school whose influence was deep and 
far reaching. 
And now 
to go back to the 
“Old 
Dobbin School” to which the people 
of Gettysburg point today with pride. 
In order that he might provide means 
of education for his own and for his
